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Tuere is always some desultory skirmishing prior 
toa general engagement. Batteries have to be laid, 

the range to be ascertained, stray shots are fired to 

ascertain the strength or position of the enemy, and 

stragglers most unexpectedly will appear in any 

place but the right one before the great squadrons on 

which all interest is placed move forward steadily to 

the combat. The House, lastnight, eager for the fray, 

had to wait a full hour, while a waggon-load of am- 

munition, in the shape of petitions against Mr. 

Gladstone's Budget, was deposited. Then came an 
eccentric Congreve rocket from Mr. Lanigan, who 
wanted to impress the House with a belief that the 
Irish farmers were in a state of terrible distress and 
the land lying waste, for want of Tenant-right. 
Mr. James fired a shell right into the most vulnerable 
part of Mr. Gladstone's horn-work, and blew the 
licensed refreshment-houses to shivers. Lord John 
Russell undertook to frame this part of the work 
anew, and to receive “ suggestions“ Then came 
a flying missile all the way from the Isthmus of 
Suez. And at last, when the question was proposed 
“ for going into committee on the Customs,” 
Mr. Duncombe fired a random shot, and made way 
for the three great actors in the seene. It will 
be recollected that there were three notices on the 
paper for last night, all having precedence of the 
Budget. 

The first was Mr. Lindsay's, to the cffect that 
the English shipping interest was shamefully ne- 
glected in the concoction of the famous French 
Treaty. Mr. Gladstone, indeed, promised to a 
deputation of shipowners what he promised to every 
deputation—namely, that he would “ consider” their 
case, and see how best to relieve them. As all 
relief must come from the other side of the Channel, 
this implies that Mr. Gladstone is en rapport with 
the ‘Tuileries, and will embody in the House (f 
Commons the inspirations he receives from thence 
Hiow favourable a prospect the shipowners have 
before them may be seen from the last Commercial 
intelligence from France. To encourage importation 
from the growing countries, cotton and weol are to 
be admitted duty free from all countries out of 
Europe. But en cargoes from Europe, French 
vessels will pay on wool and cotton a port duty 
of 2s. 6d. on every 250lbs., but English ships must 
pay 4s. 2d. The English shipowner, then, since the 
signing of the ‘Treaty, is subjected to a differential 
charge of Is. Kd. as respects the French shipowner 
on every 250lbs. weight of cargo. This is about 
£2aton. The duty on a cargo of 400 tons of wool 
or cotton in an English ship will be £1,000, but 
in a French ship only £600. The other £400 re- 
presents the value which the Emperor puts on the 
displacement of English by French ships between 
the twe countries. His object is, undoubtedly, to 
foster his marine, while Mr. Cobden's diplomatic en- 
deavours are direeted to depreciate our own. 


Mr. Du Cane's motion touched upon two points 
firstly, that it was inexpedient to add to the defi- 
ciency of the revenue by sacrificing revenue; and, 
secondly, that itis not expedient to disappoint the 
expectations of the country as to the Income-tax. 
Both these resolutions went to the heart of the 
Budget itself. Mr. Disraeli’s motion was chiefly 
upon a matter of Constitutional form. His view was, 
that the consideration of the Treaty should take pre- 
cedence of all discussion on the Budget. Mr. 
Lindsay and Mr. Du Cane, reserving their right to 
bring forward their motions at another time, waived 
their right of priority in favour of Mr. Disraeli. 


The question resolves itself into this: How can 
the liouse pronounce upon the terms of a Treaty 
as such, after the revenue and internal legislation of 
the kingdom have been altered in conformity to it? 
In passing the Budget, the House must also assent 
to the Treaty, and it is idle to speak of due consi- 
deration being given to the Treaty when its chief 
enactments have been amalgamated in the Budget. 
The precedent of Mr. Pitt, in 1787, should be fol- 
lowed if the Ministry regarded the legitimate power 
of the House, and it is with much astonishment 
we find Mr. Gladstone excusing his lapses by the 
bold declaration that treatics do not fall under the 
cognisance of Parliament. If so, why was the pro- 
vision expressly made that the Treaty should only 
be valid if first sanctioned by Parliament“ 


In truth, Lord Palmerston has introduced the 
system of the French Senate into the English House 
of Commons. There a Treaty is announced, and 
the Senate is simply called upon to record it. Here 
a Treaty is signed, sealed, and delivered without the 
cognisance of the House of Commons, and the re- 
venue of the country is arranged so as to conform 
with the will of France. Then the House is called 
upon to sanction a Budget in which the Treaty is 
included, and are promised ample time for delibe- 
ration after all is passed.

The answer is 
because they were Protestants, and, as such, were 
expelled beyond the orbit in which lesser satellites 
revolve. 

Some have scen, in these promotions, a grand at- 
tempt to separate the Laity from the Ultramontane 

Bishops. That cannot be. The lessons of Ultra- 
montanism have not been crushed out under the 
ermine. The real object---and it is as well it should be 
known---is to depreciate the Bench of Ireland, and to 
drive from the Bar the most energetic and studious 
ofthe upper and middle classes of Protestants. It may 
be designed, at no distant day, to adopt the princi- 
ples of Lascelles, in his Liber munerum publicorum, 
and to transfer the Courts of Justice, with the Vice- 
royalty, to Westminster. We may still have our 
County Courts and Quarter Sessions, but, as to our 
Uligh Courts of Law, are we to be reduced to the 
same level as Yorkshire ? 

In all cases, the elevation of afew has proved the 
destruction of posterity, and the surest way to render 
the sequestration of our Courts a matter of indiffer- 
ence is to fill the Bench with the votaries of Ultra- 
montanism. On this supposition the conduct of the 
Irish Executive is consistent; under any other it is 
unaccountable. 


The Times on Mr. Disraeli's Proposition to dis- 
cuss the Commercial Treaty before considering the 
Budget 

Hannibal is reported to have said that sometimes his 
own will, and sometimes a hard fate, prevented him from 
taking Rome. We may parody the complaint of the 
disconsolate Carthaginian, and say that sometimes una- 
voidable misfortune, and at others the perverseness of 
our statesmen, prevent us from commencing in earnest 
the debate on the French Treaty. This — fortnight 
the world was condemned to protrac expecta- 
tion because the throat which was to warble íorth 
the much-coveted revelation was attacked by a 
temporary malady. The malady passed over, and 
the great statement was made with a clearness of 
arrangement, a terseness of style, and a felicity of 
expression which left nothing to desire. The wish 
of Mr. Gladstone was to go into committee on the en- 
suing Thursday, but upon the pressure of a number of 
gentlemen, each representing some protected interest, 
and each professing the most unbounded devotion to 
free trade, the debate was deferred to this day. Now, 
at least, then, we are at the end of our troubles ; pro- 
tection and palmonary inflammation have done their 
worst, and we are about to know what fate has in store 
for us. No anticipation can be more delusive. Notice 
was given of a motion which had at least the merit 
of raising a distinct issue on the icy ot the whole 
Budget. It denounced the diminution of revenue 
by the reduction of duties, and its increase by the 
imposition of. an unnecessarily high Income-tax. 
Battle was offered by Mr. Du Cane in the fairest and 
most 1 manner. By censuring the reduction of re- 
venue he strikes with equal impartiality at the duties 
proposed to be reduced in accordance with the French 
Treaty, at the duties proposed to be taken off for the 
supplementary reform of the Customs, at the repeal of 
the Paper duty, and at the increase of Income-tax, b 
which alone those reductions are rendered possible. To 
move such a resolution was a fair and legitimate die- 
charge of the duties of Opposition. It might, indeed, 
delay for a night or two the discussion of the Budget, 
but then, if carried one way, it will render that discus- 
sion wholly unnecessary ; and, if the other, will tend 
very materially to shorten discussion by giving 
an authoritative sanction to the principles of 
the Budget. But things have not n allowed 
to rest so. The incidental debate on Friday 
night showed that there was ana certain amount 
of floating opinion on the Liberal side of the 
House in favour of considering the Treaty first and the 
Budget afterwards—a wish to contemplate the living 
animal, coupled with the belief that the contemplation 
would be best effected if its soul were first separated 
from its body. Mr. Disraeli, whose fault bas never lain 
in slowness of apprehension or in an unwillingness to 
change his tactics for the sake of an apparent advantage, 
caught at the opportunity which seemed to present it- 
self, and, dismissing Mr. Du Cane and his motion to 
the limbo allotted to the different stages of unde- 
veloped embryo life, proposed in its stead that 
“This House does not think fit to go into com- 
mittce on the Customs Acts with the view to the 
reduction or repeal of the duties referred to in the 
Treaty of Commerce between her Majesty and the 
Emperor of the French, until it shall have considered 
and assented to the engagements in that Treaty.” By 
this agreeable aproposition we are destined to see the 
questions of the ‘Treaty and of the Budget deferred for 
we know not how long, in order that the whole artillery 
of sophistry may be expended in the preliminary con- 
flict. Shall ¢ Budget be discussed before the 
Treaty or shall the Treaty be discussed before the 
Budget ? 

We are referred to precedent, and, as our ancestors 
could not dethrone James II. in any other way than the 
way in which their ancestors dethroned Richard II., so, 
of course, we cannot sanction a Treaty in 1860 in any 
other manner than Parliament sanctioned the treaty of 
Mr. Pittin 1787. What, then, was Mr. Pitt's course ? 
He announced the Treaty in the King's 8 , and 
moved that on that day sennight t House 
should resolve itself into a committee to consider the 
part of the Speech relating to tie Treaty with France. 
The House considered the Treaty, and then agreed to 
an address to the King, assenting to its terms. In the 
present instance we observe that the Treaty was not 
mentioned in the Queen's Speech, for the simple reason 
that it was not ratified tilla week after that 8. was 
delivered, and that this fact may well account for the 
variation in style between Mr. Pitt's committe, and Mr.

The battle of free trade is to be fought over again. 
After eight years of silence and submission, its enemies 
once more re-appear and venture to challenge yet an- 
other struggle. That is the real meaning of the resolu- 
tion which is to-night to be pas in the House of 
Commons, in amendment to the motion for going into 
committee on Mr. Gladstone's Budget. ‘The mover and 
seconder of the amendment will not announce them- 
selves as Protectionists of that we may be sure. Per- 
haps only one or two of its supporters may audibly 
regret the good old times, anc honestly avow, like 
those poor victims of protection in Spitalfields, they 
never were Free-traders. Tha great majority have 
passed under the forks, accepted the revolution, 
sworn to the new dynasty. They cannot now 
set up the old standard without confessing them- 
selves revolters. But none the less faithless to the 
free-trade cause is their present movement. For that 
is essentially a progressive cause, and these men set 
themselves against its progress. So long as there re- 
mains a single article of necessity or convenience, or of 
harmless enjoyment, subject to customs or excise 
duties, so long free trade is incomplete. Exceptions may 
be established on moral or political grounds, but the 
must be clearly defined and rigorously guarded. No suc 
pretence has been put forward for the taxation of paper, 
of wine, or of any one of the four hundred articles 
on Mr. Gladstone's catalogue of remissions. ‘Those 
remissions will be opposed on the ground of the loss 
they will inflict onthe revenne. So were the remissions 
proposed by Sir Robert Peel—and so will be the re- 
mission of the remaining forty-nine duties on the tariff 
down to the last and least, unless the country teach 
these “ masked (conspirators against the common 
weal,” sternly and definitively, that not the processes 
but the results of trade and indusiry are the proper and 
exclusive sources of revenue. To assert this now, with 
an unfaltering and emphatic voice, may rare us from 
worse thanthe trouble of renewed exertion through 
many years to come. 

Despite some symptoms of Liberal disaffection to- 
wards the Treaty, we may confidently reckon on the 
undivided support of Liberals for the Budget. Free 
trade, like every other faith, has its Pharisees—and 
the Pharisees of free trade accuse the Treaty of being 
contrary to their traditions. The Jewish Pharisees 
would not heal a sick man on the Sabbath, and the 
free trade Pharisees object to promoting free trade 
by atreaty. But the Budget is obnoxiousto no such 
scruples against doing good in an unwonted fashion. 
Quite apart from the French Emperor's engagements 
and intentions, it is surely lawful, according to the 
shortest interpretation of free trade, to clear away the 
rubbish of protection as fast as we can,

Then came an 
eccentric Congreve rocket from Mr. Lanigan, who 
wanted to impress the House with a belief that the 
Irish farmers were in a state of terrible distress and 
the land lying waste, for want of Tenant-right. 
Mr. James fired a shell right into the most vulnerable 
part of Mr. Gladstone's horn-work, and blew the 
licensed refreshment-houses to shivers. Lord John 
Russell undertook to frame this part of the work 
anew, and to receive “ suggestions." Then came 


Suez. And at last, when the question was proposed 
“ for going into committee on the Customs,” 
Mr. Duncombe fired a random shot, and made Way 
for the three great actors in the seenc. It will 
be recollected that there were three notices on the 
“paper” for last night, all having precedence of the 
Budget. 

The first was Mr. Lindsay's, to the effect that 
the English shipping interest was shamefully ne- 
glected in the concoction of the famous French 
Treaty. Mr. Gladstone,, indeed, promised to a 
deputation of shipowners what he promised to every 
deputation—namely, that he would “ consider” their 
ease, and sec how best to relieve them. As all 
relief must come from the other side of the Channel, 
this implies that Mr. Gladstone is en rapport with 


Commons the iyspirations he receives from thence 
low favourable a prospect the shipowners have 
before them may be seen from the last Commercial 
intelligence from France. To encourage importation 
from the growing countries, cotton and weol are to 


Europe. But en cargocs from Europe, French 
vessels will pay on wool and cotton a port duty 
of 2s. 6d. on every 250lbs., but English ships must 
pay 4s. 2d. The English shipowner, then, since the 
signing of the ‘Treaty, is subjected to a differential 
charge of Is. Sd. as respects the French shipowner 
on every 250lbe. weight of cargo. This is about 
£2aton. The duty on a cargo of 400 tons of wool 
or cotton in an English ship will be £1,000, but 
in a French ship only £600. The other £400 re- 
presents the value which the Emperor puts on the 
displacement of English by French ships between 
the twe countries. His object is, undoubtedly, to 
foster his marine, while Mr. Cobden's diplomatic en- 
deavours are directed to depreciate our own. 


Mr. Du Cane's motion touched upon two points 
firstly, that it was inexpedient to add to the defi- 
ciency of the revenue by sacrificing revenue; and, 
secondly, that it is not expedient to disappoint the 
expectations of the country as to the Income-tax. 
Both these resolutions went to the heart of the 
Budget itself.

Here 
a Treaty is signed, sealed, and delivered without the 
cognisance of the House of Commons, and the re- 
venue of the country is arranged so as to conform 
with the will of France. ‘Then the House is called 
upon to sanction a Budget in which the Treaty is 
included, and are promised ample time for delibe- 
ration fer all is passed. 

We trust an English House of Commons will see 
through the sophisms of Mr. Gladstone, and resent 
this attempt to convert the British Legislature into 
a Registration Office for France.

We may parody the complaint of the 
disconsolate Carthaginian, and say that sometimes una- 
yoidable misfortune, and at others the perverseness of 
our statesmen, prevent us from commencing in earnest 
the debate on the French Treaty. This day fortnight 
the world was condemned to protracted expecta- 
tion because the throat which was to warble forth 
the much-coveted revelation was attacked by a 
temporary malady. The malady passed over, and 
the great statement was made with a clearness of 
arrangement, a terseness of style, and a felicity of 
expression which left nothing to desire. The wish 
of Mr. Gladstone was to go into committee on the en- 
suing Thursday, but upon the pressure of a number of 
gentlemen, each representing some protected interest, 
and each professing the most unbounded devotion to 
free trade, the debate was deferred to this day. Now, 
at least, then, we are at the end of our troubles ; pro- 
tection and pulmonary inflammation have done their 
worst, and we are about to know what fate has in store 
for us. No anticipation can be more delusive. Notice 
was given of a motion which had at least the merit 
of raising a distinct issue on the policy ot the whole 
Budget. It denounced the diminution of revenue 
by the reduction of duties, and its increase by the 
imposition of an unnecessarily high Income-tax. 
Battle was offered by Mr. Du Cane in the fairest and 
most open manner. By censuring the reduction of re- 
venue he strikes with equal impartiality at the duties 
proposed to be reduced in accordance with the French 
Treaty, at the duties proposed to be taken off for the 
| supplementary reform of the Customs, at the repeal of 

the Paper duty, and at the increase of [Income-tax, 1 
which alone those reductions are rendered possible. To 
move such a resolution was a fair and legitimate dis- 
charge of the duties of Opposition. It might, indeed, 
delay for a night or two the discussion of the Budget, 
but then, if carried one way, it will render that discus- 
sion wholly unnecessary ; and, if the other, will tend 
very materially to shorten discussion by giving 


an authoritative sanction to the principles of 
the Budget. But things have not been allowed 
to rest so. ‘The incidental debate on Friday 


night showed that there was a_ certain amount 
of floating opinion on the Liberal side of the 
House in favour of considering the Treaty first and the 
Budget afterwards—a wish to contemplate the living 
animal, coupled with the belief that the contemplation 
would be best effected if its soul were first se ted 
from its body. Mr. Disraeli, whose fault has never lain 
in slowness of apprehension or in an unwillingness to 
change his tactics for the sake of an apparent advantage, 
caught at the opportunity which seemed to present it- 
self, and, dismissing Mr. Du Cane and his motion to 
the limbo allotted to the different stages of unde- 
veloped embryo life, proposed in its stead that 
“This House does not think fit to go into com- 
mittee on the Customs Acts with the view to the 
reduction or repeal of the duties referred to in the 
Treaty of Commerce between her Majesty and the 
Emperor of the French, until it shall have considered 
and assented to the engagements in that Treaty.” By 
this agreeable aproposition we are destined to see the 
questions of the ‘Treaty and of the Budget deferred for 
we know not how long, in order that the whole artillery 
of sophistry may be expended in the preliminary con- 
flict. Shall the Budget be discussed before the 
I” or shall the Treaty be discussed before the 
udget ? 

e are referred to precedent, and, as our ancestors 
could not dethrone James II. in any other way than the 
way in which their ancestors dethroned Richard II., so, 
of course, we cannot sanction a Treaty in 1860 in any 
other manner than Parliament sanctioned the treaty of 
Mr. ut in 1787. What, then, was Mr. Pitt's course ?

In the 
present instance we observe that the Treaty was not 
mentioned in the Queen's Speech, for the simple reason 
that it was not ratified tilla week after that Speech was 
delivered, and that this fact may well account for the 
variation in style between Mr. Pitt's committe, and Mr. 
jladstone’s. Then Mr. Disraeli neither observes the

The only means of extri- 
cating themselves from the humiliating position in 
which they were placed was, by following the precedent 
of the Treaty of 1786, when Mr. Pitt, on the first meet- 
ing of the ensuing session in 1787, after giving ample 
time for consideration, brought the treaty before Par- 
liament in a committee of the whole House, and in the 
— * ~~ — general resolut ions, which 
' amply discus and passed after several 
divisions. Those resolutions were then sent to 
a branch of the Legislature which scemed to be 
forgotten on the — occasion—the House of Lords. 
He called on the House to follow a precedent so much in 
point, and warranted by such high authority. Adverting 
to the Treaty, he declared it to — been a most unwise 
selection to have appointed Mr. Cobden the secret agent 
to the negociation of the Treaty. It was not free from 
the idiosyncracies of the negociation. {It involved the 
reckless destruction of revenue. Mr. Cobden would 
be at no loss to supply it with his views on the 
reduction of expenditure. Again, the Treaty was 
either one of reciprocity or not; if not, he never knew 
an occasion where reciprocity was less adroitly 
managed. If not, he could see no reason for the 
Treaty assuming its actual conventional form. If the 
principle of Free Trade were good, those of constitutional 
Governments were better, and, he would add, much 
older. This Treaty was devised so as to silence the 
voice of one branch of the Legislature; let it not deprive 
another branch of the Legislature of its privileges. He 
imputed nothing but inalvertence to the Ministry, and 
called upon them to adopt the course he proposed, which 
they could yet do, both with dignity and honour. He 
concluded by moving, as a resolution —“ That this House 
does not think fit to go into committee on the Customs 
Acts, with a view to the reduction or repeal of the 
duties referred to in the Treaty of Commerce between 
her Majesty and the Emperor of the French, until it 
shall have considered and consented to the engagements 
in that Treaty.” 
The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER observed 
that the present question was one of procedure, and he 
therefore protested against the extraneous subjects in- 
troduced into his speech by Mr. Disracli.

ALL ABOUT THE BUDGET. 
There never was yet, and there never will be, a Budget 
that will pleaseevery one. Let a measure be however 
beneficial, aud however statesmanlike, in a country like 
England there must be some class or other which it will 
for the time being injuriously affect. It was so with 
the famous Budget of Sir Robert Peel, and it is the case 
now with that of Mr. Gladstone. When Sir Robert 
Peel brought forward his measure, it was loudly con- 
demned from many parts of the country ; and vet, 
strange to say, those who then dreaded its effects upon 
their particular interests are now — 723 the men who 
advocate the principles upon which his scheme was 
founded. Mr. Gladstone's proposition is undergoing the 
same criticism aud animadversion. But it is very re- 
markable that, with but few exceptions, the Budget, 
taken as a whole, is regarded as a great and comprehen- 
sive measure. The opposition arises to its details ac- 
cording as they propose to affect different interests. 
Thus we find that merchants and colonial brokers are 
violently opposed to the penny duty ou all packages 
imported and exported. Some of the large colonial 
brokers have, during the last three or four days, been 
making calculations as to what this tax, if rigorously 
enforced, would be likely to bring into the Treasury 
One firm alone has put forth a statement that if they 
had had to pay this duty last year, which was not a 
particularly prosperous one, they would have had to 
employ more than a million stamps; and that this 
m'w tax, instead of bringing a revenue of two or 
three hundred thousand pounds, would be more 
likely to produce an income of more than a million 
Again, the tea brokers complain of the shilling duty 
on each chest, and they have memorialised the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. The wine merchants, of 
course, complain, and they will not see that the very 
measure which they now condemn will eventually be 
one of the best that could have passed, because as 
the consumption increases, so will their business 
and their — Again, the Stock Exchange and 
the « brokers have risen in arms against 
the proposed stamp on all contracts, and with such 
effect that the Chancellor of the Exchequer has ex- 
pressed himself willing to modify his scheme as far as 
this portion of it is concerned, so that no contract under 
the value of forty shillings will be subjected to it. The 
hop-growers were, of course, frantic, because they have 
been led to believe that foreign hops would be allowed 
to be introduced at the reduced duty of fourteen shil 
lings at ence, whilst British hops would still be liable to 
the old duty of nineteen shillings until the Ist of Janu. 
ary, 1861. Mr. Gladstone has, however, partly disarmed 
their opposition by stating that foreign hops will not be 
admit at the reduced duty until the Ist of January 
next year. Then, again, the English distillers are in a 
great rage at the duty being lowered on foreign brandies, 
and the collection of the tax on malt made more strin- 
gent. They say that they will be ruined, and that they 
will not be able to compete with our Continental 
neighbours. The license! vietuallers are to have 
tations to wait upon the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to induce him to refrain from licensin 
eating-houses and contectioners’ shops, on the — 
that de will de throwing open the trade. In fact, 
every article on which an alteration is proposed to 
be made has plenty of opponents, and if the Chan. 
cellor of the Exchequer were to listen to all, there would 
be nothing left of the Budget. The objections raised 
by these class interests have, however, not much in 
them of importance, because, after all, the additional 
taxes that are preposed, although in the first instance 
they will have to be borne by certain parties who deal in 
the articles affected, will in the end fall upor the con- 
sumer. For instance, suppose that the Messrs. Travers 
will have to pay A million pennies in stamps and 
some seventy or eighty thousand shillings in so many 
chests of tea; does any one believe that these mer- 
chants will bear the increased burden ? Of course not 
this tax will be added to the prime cost of the article. 
It will be kept on by the grocer and charged 
and paid for by the consumer So will it be with 
the tax on contracts the penny stamp will be as surely 
taken into account as anything else, and laid upon 
the article proposed to be bought and sold. Take again 
the distillers ; what have they to fear from the impor- 
tation of French brandy at a reduced duty M hen on

TITE COLLIERY EXPLOSION NEAR BARNSLEY. 

Among the incidents connected with the explosion, 
and tending to show its terrific character, it may be 
worthy of notice that on the men receiving the shock, 
they atlempted to escape, but so rapid was the lightning- 
‘ike flame, that scarcely could they have traversed a 
A before they succumbed to its deadly influence. The 
young man Clarke attemped to escape over a corve by 
the side of which he was working, but was overtaken, 
and was found lying dead by its side, the only part of 
the corve remaining being the axles and wheels, the tup 
and sides being blown into pieces. The elder Wilson 
was seen by one of the survivors, Crossley, to run clean 
through the fire, but had only advanced a short distance 
towards the bottom, when he was obliged to succumb, 
but was found alive by the searching party. He died, 
however, while being brought up the W. Dep- 
ledge was found with his shovel in his hand, as if at 
work, so that in his case death must have been in- 
e'antaneous. The lad Wilson appears to have caught 
the tull force of the shock, and his body presented a truly 
stocking appearance; bruised, beaten, and dreadfully 
burnt, he could scarcely be identified. One of the in- 
jured lads had a very narrow escape, indeed. He was 
stan ling by the side of two horses at the time of the ex- 
plosion, and while the horses were killed on the spot, he 
escaped with some serious burns, dat is now ina fair 
way of recovery. With regard to the cause of the ca- 
tastrophe, nothing has at yet transpired that can be re- 
lied on with certainty. Some of the workmen, however, 
state that about a fortnight ago one of the getters,whilst 
at work broke into some old workings, and that an es- 
eape of gas ensued, which caused the man to leave the 
place. The hole was made up with dirt and slack, and 
it is thought that the place may have given way, and 
the pent up gas its way intothe workings where 
the men are employed. The Government Inspector 
(Mr. Morton), however,on Friday made an inspection of 
that part of the pit in which the men were killed, and 
will be able to speak to the fact. It hasalso been sug- 
gested that as the men were at dinner at the time, one 
of the trap-doors might have been left open, and the ac- 
cumulation of gas caused by the stopping of the air cur- 
rent caused the explosion. The damage done to the 
workings was so inconsiderable that a few hours’ work 
put all to rights again, and the only indication of theex- 
plosion apparent was the falling in of some dirt and coal 
from the roof, and the breaking of some corves. On

made more unjust and unequal than in practice it has 
proved to be. It is, in fact, always in proportion to the 
utility or excellence of a book that the pay er- duty 
becomes burdensome ; the price of our most useful 
works being almost entirely composed of the cost of the 
paper on which they are printed. The writings of 
our best authors, whom universal approbation has 
rescued from the common oblivion of the literature of 
past times, are generally no longer copyright, and the 
cost of reproducing them is, therefore, limited absolutely 
to the cost of the materials of which books are com- 
posed. While in the case of school books—which being 
printed in great numbers the cost of authorship and 
printing is spread over so wide a surface that it becomes 
in a single copy of scarcely appreciable amount—the 
weight of the tax is still more severe. So strange are the 
anomalies arising from these facts that, while in the case 
of the vast mass of ephemeral works, which mostly die 
with the publishing season which produces them, the 
duty on a single copy will frequently amount to only 
a hundredth part of its price, the class book used by 
the poor scholar of a free school will have paid on a 
single copy a duty amounting to 10 and even 13 per 
cent.; to which must, of course, be added the profits of 
papermaker, publisher, and retailer on the tax, paid as 
it isin the first stage ot production. 
A still greater injustice, however, lies in the very 
ous and exceptional burden which the duty imposes 
upon the cheap newspapers, in the price of which the 
cost of paper must always be the chief ingredient. It 
has, indeed, been objected by some persons that, if the

These causes have finally led to 
great confusion, and toan uncertainty and caprice in the 
imposition of the duty whichiare by fur the worst features 
in any kind of tax, and which, under the daily extension 
vfour manufactuers into which the use of paper enters 
so largely, havea tendency constantly to increase. Courts 
oflaw have given contrary judgments on the subject ; 
the decisions of the Treasury contradict each other ; 
and it is at length formally announced by the Go- 
rernment that the Board of Inland Revenue are no 
longer able to support the law. So much has already 
been written and said upon this subject, that we do not 
feel it necessary to show in detail the manner in which 
industry, invention, and enterprise are paralysed by this 
perplexity, without any compensating advantage to the 
Exchequer ; or the very peculiar way in which the 
paper-duty operates to the prejudice of our manufac- 
tures in the foreign, and even to a great extent in the 
home markets. 

In conclusion, we beg leave to remind you of the re- 
markable increase in our revenue which has followed 
the most extensive reductions in excise duties, as i!lus- 
trated with so much ability by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in his recent Budget an increase which is due. 
no doubt. in a great degree, to the regular growth of 
population and of wealth in this country, but which is. 
we believe, also, in great measure, the result of the free- 
dom given to national industry by the removal of the 
burdens and vexatious restrictions peculiarly attendant 
upon inland taxation. We need only recall your re- 
membrance to the significant fact, that the twelve 
articles subject to excise duty in 1858 actually pro- 
duced a larger sum than the twenty-seven which ex- 
isted in 1830. The immense boon thus conferred upon 
the people by the total abolition of fifteen duties—some 
upon articles of first necessity — , therefore, be said 
to have been secured without the slightest sacrifice to 
the Exchequer. But we believe that the excise duty 
upon paper is so peculiarly wasteful and pernicious in 
Hts operation, and in spirit so opposed te the moral pro- 
gress which lies at the root of good order and national 
prosperity, that results may be confidently anticipated 
from ita repeal far exceeding in importance any yet at- 
tained by the abolition of a tax, and which would render 
that measure, under any circumstances, wise and eco-

DARING ATTEMPT AT HIGHWAY ROBBERY— 
COUNTY GALWAY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

A few evenings ago, as a respectable woman from the 
neighbourhood of Athenry was returning by rail from 
Dublin, and failing to procure a conveyance at Athenry, 
she proceeded on foot in the direction of her own res#- 
dence, at Ryehill, some four miles distant.
